The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 14 -- "and without said approval being communicated from the 
EFT controller to the game processor," ~ has been inserted after - "banking network" --. 

In claim 14, line 20 -- "and without said response to the request being 
communicated from the first processor to the second processor." - has been inserted 
after -- "the second processor" --. 

In claim 17, line 19 -- "and without said response being communicated from the 
EFT control unit to the game processor." -- has been inserted after -- "the game 
processor" --. 

In claim 26, line 1 1 -- "and without said response being communicated from the 
first processor to the second processor," - has been inserted after - "the second 
processor" --. 



Claims 1-15, 17-22 & 24-29 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims as currently amended are allowed because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof could be found, which discloses, suggest or teach, the 
recited features of independent claims 1 , 14, 1 7 & 26. For example, the prior art fails to 
disclose or teach, an EFT controller configured to operate to process an electronic fund 
transfer request by the player, the EFT system having a card reader configured to 
operate with the EFT controller, the EFT controller receives an approval for the 
electronic fund transfer request from a remote fund repository via a banking network 
and without said approval being communicated from the EFT controller to the game 
processor, the EFT controller sends data indicative of the approval to a gaming 
establishment network, external to the gaming device, the game processor receives the 
data of the approval from the gaming establishment network, as required by the 
independent claims 1 , 14, 1 7 & 26. 

The combination of Lucero (6,019,283) DeMar et al. (6,270,410) and Nguyen et 
al. (6,585,598) teaches of allowing players to participate in a game of chance at a 
casino or similar gaming establishments by using a general purpose charge card. 
However, the combination of Lucero, DeMar et al. and Nguyen et al., fails to teach each 
and every recited feature of the independent claims 1, 14, 17 & 26.
